By CHARLES CHAMBERLAIN 
LONDON, Feb. 15 (ZP)—More than 
1,100 Am erican heavy bombers es­ 
corted by 450 fighters, carrying the 
greatest non-stop air attack of the 
war into its second day, threw their 
m ain weight of destruction today 
against clogged rat! yards at C ott­ 
bus, only twelve m iles in front o f 1 
the onsw eeping R ussian army.
